I I stated that he did make calls to the Senator's 

office on the night of the thirtieth of August. He stated that 
he could not remember how many he made but acknowledged that many 
were made. He stated that he let his emotions get carried away 
which resulted in his harsh language and rambling conversation. 

He stated that he was calling the senator to try to get him to 
investigate what he perceives as influence peddling by a New 
Jp.rssv state senator in a child custody case in Hudson County. 

wanted to know if the FEDERAL BUREAU OF INVESTIGATION would 
also investigate the same allegations. 


I [ stated that he did not intend t o harm the senator 

and was not making threats against him. promised not to 

call the senator again and agreed to pursue ms case with state 
officials, not the senator.
